Red peace negotiators term 


parts of Nixon plan absurd

PARIS (UPI)— The Communist side 
at the Vietnam peace talks today dis­ 
missed as “ absurd” part of President 
Nixon’s eight-point peace plan. But the 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong negot­ 
iators adopted a softer line on their 
own demands. 
The Communist delegates declined 
to comment on five of the points spelled 
out by Nixon in his proposals to restore 
peace to Vietnam within a year. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, chief U.S. neg­ 
otiator, presented the Nixon plan at 
today's session and asked the Com­ 
munist side “ not to answer hastily 
and to think over our proposal just 
as we are thinking about yours.” 
Lodge took the floor after the neg­ 
otiators from both Communist delega­ 
tions had denounced in almost identical 
terms Nixon’s eight-point proposal that 
the path to peace begin with the mutual 
withdrawal of all foreign military forces. 
The chief North Vietnamese negotiator, 
Xuan Thuy, dismissed this proposal. The 
Viet Cong’s “ Foreign Minister” , Tran 
Buu Kiem, called the plan an attempt 
to “ pose conditions on the withdrawal 
of U.S. troops” which we have many 
times rejected,” “ The Nixon adminis­ 
tration continues to maintain its absurd 
demands and continues to intensify the 
war,” They said to newsmen as he arr­ 
ived for the session. 
Kiem said “ everybody knows that U.S. 
and satellite troops are the only foreign 
troops of aggression to be found in 
South Vietnam.” 
Both 
Communist 
negotiators 
re­ 
peated their demands— contained in the 
National 
Liberation 
Front’s 10-point 
peace package— that the United States 
must withdraw all its forces from South 
Vietnam “ without posing any condition 
whatsoever.” 
Although the Communists sharply at­ 
tacked the mutual withdrawal proposal, 


which 
is 
covered in the first three 
points of the Nixon plan, they refrain­ 
ed from attacking others. These dealt 
with international supervision of the 
eventual ceasefire and general elections, 
the exchange of prisoners of war and 
the neutralization of neighboring Laos 
and Cambodia. 


Compared with their representations 
in previous sessions, the statements 
of 
both Communist 
delegates were 
brief and restrained today. . 
Kiem said Nixon’s reaction to the 
Viet Cong peace plan was “ not a pro­ 
per response to the over—all solution 
to the South Vietnam problem as set 
forth 
by 
the National 
Liberation 
Front.” 


He 
repeated the Viet Cong’s oft- 
stated demand: The United States "must 
withdraw all U.S. and satellite troops 
from South Vietnam without imposing 
any condition,” and stop supporting the 
“ warlike 
and 
corrupt” 
Saigon ad­ 
ministration and let the people of South 
Vietnam “ settle among themselves their 
internal affairs without foreign inter­ 
ference.”

Sign a petition -Support the dam 
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Guard patrols Berkeley 
streets following riots

BER K ELEY, Calif. (UPD - National 
Guardsmen today patrolled streets near 
the University of California where 500 
police used riot guns Thursday to rout 
2,000 rock-throwing demonstrators in a 
four-hour melee. 
The soldiers moved in 
shortly after 
dawn to keep order in an 18-block 
area adjacent to the campus where stu­ 
dents and “ street people” clashedThurs- 
day with police. 
The Guard was concentrated around a 
disputed “ People’s Park” three blocks 
from the school. The riot began when 
demonstrators tried to “ liberate” the 
park from authorities. 


At least 128 persons were injured in 
the conflict, including 32 hit by blasts 
of bird shot from police shotguns. Sixty 
officers were given first aid, including 
one policeman who was stabbed. 
Three protesters were in critical con­ 
dition from 
birdshot wounds. Doctors 
said three others were treated for rifle 
wounds. 
Police officials said officers fired buck 
shot, bird shot and rock salt from sawed 
off shotguns as well as tear gas during 
the battle, described as the worst in 
Berkeley’s history. 
Authorities said 47 persons were ar­ 
rested, including 37 adults and 10 juven­ 
iles. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan mobilized a “ sub­ 
stantial number,” of Guardsmen and 
clamped a strict nighttime curfew on the 
city and campus. He described the park 
dispute as a “ phony issue” used as 
“ an excuse for a riot.” 


Guardsmen remained off the campus, 
which was calm with students and staff 
reporting to classes and jobs as usual. 
The violence erupted shortly after noon 
when 
demonstrators marched from a 
rally at Sproul Hall Plaza to the “ Peo­ 
ple’s Park,” constructed in recent weeks 
on university - owned property by stu­ 
dents and “ street people” from the Tele­ 
graph Avenue hippie colony. The univer­ 
sity had police clear the park at dawn 
Thursday and built a chaL'i-link fence 
around it. 
Reagan activated the Guard and impos­ 
ed a curfew under a state of emergen­ 
cy delcaration issued earlier this year. 
His order specifically banned loit­ 
ering, 
meetings, assemblies, parades 
and the use of voice or sound ampli­ 
fiers in Berkeley or on the campus 
between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. 


“ These regulations are effective im­ 
mediately and will remain in effect un­ 
til further notice,” the governor said 
in Sacramento. He gave no indication 
how many Guardsmen had been called 
up. 
The fighting broke out several hours 
after police and workmen cleared the 
one-third acre park, where dissidents 
recently installed playground equipment, 
sculpture and grass. The university 
planned to construct playing fields on 
the property and eventually use it for 
additional dormitories. 
During a noon rally on the campus, 
student body president - elect Dan Sie­ 
gel shouted: “ Let’s go down and take 
over the park?” The crowd, clapping and 
cheering, marched to the park where 
they were confronted by Berkeley police, 
state highway patrolmen and sheriff’s 
deputies.

Soviets land 
chute on Venus 


MOSCOW (UPI)-——An unmanned Soviet 
spacecraft completed its 160 million* 
mile voyage to Venus today, releasing 
a small capsule that parachuted to the 
surface 
of earth’s nearest 
planet 
neighbor, the news agency T j s s said. 
The Venus 5 capsule touched down on 
Venus “ as gently as a book falling off 
a chair,” Tass said. 
The Soviet accomplishment duplicated 
the feat of Venus 4 in October of 1367 
and gave the Soviets a wide lead over 
the United States in the exploration of 
Venus. Venus 6, launched six days after 
Venus 5, was expected to land on tne 
planet Saturday, 
Venus 4 quit sending communication 
to Soviet scientists before its voyage

The successful landing on Venus on 
the eve of the U.S, launch of Appollo

have given exploration beyond the moon 
whereas the U.S. space agency is con­ 
centrating on reaching the moon.

Overworked city sewer plant 
poses difficult questions

Lompoc city officials are virtually 
walking a tightrope between the oppos­ 
ing pressures of water pollution con­ 
trol standards and the economics of an 
overworked sewer plant. 


Several determinations must be made 
soon. 


Lompoc built its sewer plant in 1960 
with a design capacity of 1.7 million 
gallons a day —a capacity that was reach­ 
ed in 1965. Today the plant is handling 
2.25 million gallons a day — and creat­ 
ing water pollution problems in the pro­ 
cess, 


Only a stablized growth factor in the 
city has prevented a confrontation with 
the problems before now, according to 
William 3arrett, city director of public 
works. 


Preliminary engineering studies indi­ 
cate the need for a plant addition of 
about 3 million gallons a day capacity, 
or enough to raise the total capacity to 
about 4.5 million gallons a day. The pro­ 
posed addition would cost about $1.5 
million, Barrett said, $1 million of the 
total to come from local sources and 
the balance of about a half million to 
come from a Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act grant. 


The city has been aware of the need 
for some time and raised the monthly 
sewer charges in order to accumulate 
its portion of a plant addition cost. 


But the city is in the midst of other 
urgent problems. Recently the Federal 
Water 
Pollution 
Control Administra­ 
tion, Department of the Interior, gave 
the city a $63,030 grant for research 
and development of four percolation 
beds to be located east of the plant on 
Central Avenue. 


Reconnaisance 
studies 
carried out 
this week by a state official and Barrett 
however, showed the location was eco­ 
nomically unfeasible. Barrett 
said the 
winter floods had covered the site with 
four and a half feet of clay and silt 
which would have to be removed at a cost 
to the city of about $50,000. 


The site was problematical 
at best, 
according to Barrett, depending on the 
ability of th** soil to absorb the effluent 
from the sewer plant. In lieu of the ori­ 
ginal proposal, the city will now explore 
the feasibility of locating the experi­ 
mental percolation beds on private prop­ 
erty just west of the sewer plant. If 
that should fail and no other site proves 
feasible the 
city would have to pass 
up the grant, according to Barrett. An 
estimated 15 acres are necessary for the 
full proposal of 12 beds.

Results of the new survey will be 
known in a week or two Barrett said. 
There is an interlocking relationship 
between the development of the beds 
and the addition to the sewer plant, ac­ 
cording to Barrett. The city applied for a 
grant under Public law 660 last year 
but failed because of insufficient priori­ 
ties. A new application has been filed 
for the grant, based on need, but also 
on added points gained by acquisition of 
the grant for the percolation beds. 


In the absence of the percolation beds 
or the creation of an expensive tertiary 
treatment program at the plant, treated 
effluent is being discharged into the 
Santa Ynez River. 
The official city is literally holding 
its municipal 
breath against the possi­ 
bility that the State Water Quality Con­ 
trol Board will rule that the effluent 
exceeds requirements. Barrett said the 
control board understood the problem 
and was sympathetic. 
Final dress rehearsal 
for Apollo astronauts 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Three re­ 
laxed and ready Apollo 10 astronauts 
suit up today for a final dress rehearsal 
for their Sunday blastoff on a trip 32 
times around the moon. 
Commander Thomas P. Stafford, John 
W. Young and Eugene A. Cernan were 
to put on their spacesuits to practice 
in simulators which duplicate the con­ 
trols and responses of the Apollo space­ 
craft and its lunar landing traveling 
companion. 
The countdown on the Saturn 5booster 
rocket and the spacecraft on top of it 
was rolling along again after a 16-hour 
rest period that ended at 1 a.m. EDT. 
The main task was loading the fuel cell 
power generators with hard-to-handle 
liquid oxygen and liquid hydrogen — a 
job launch Director 
Rocco A. Pet rone 
called ‘quite a painstaking, precise op­ 
eration.” 
The last break for the ground crews 
comes Saturday afternoon before the fi­ 
nal countdown 
starts early Sunday for 
the 12:49 p.m. takeoff. 
The astronauts were expected to take 


Saturday off, winding up a training sched­ 
ule that started with 16-hour days, but 
tapered down to a relaxed schedule in the 
final prelaunch days In order to avoid 
fatitrue problems which have plagued 
previous Apollo teams. 


On hand at the spaceport and staying 
with friends were Mrs. Cernan and a 
daughter, Tracy. They missed Cernan’6 
blastoff for his first space mission 
aboard Gemini 9, but will see the Sun­ 
day show first-hand. 
The wives of Stafford and Young plan­ 
ned to remain in Houston and watch on 
television. 


The Apollo 10 crew was to orbit the 
moon 32 times during an eight-day mis­ 
sion to perfect moon navigation tech­ 
niques, practice with the lunar landing 
spacecraft in lunar orbit, and check on 
the site picked for the Apollo 11 landing 
in July. 
Stafford and Cernan will separate the 
landing vehicle from the command space­ 
craft and take it to within 50,000 feet 
of the moon’s surface. 
Study ordered on changing 
railroad switch operations 


Southern Pacific Railroad will con­ 
duct a study to determine the feasibili­ 
ty of moving its switching operations two 
blocks west in order to improve safe­ 
ty factors at the North A Street Inter­ 
section. 
The decision was the outgrowth of a 
public meeting attended by members 
of Lompoc Valley Safety Council and of­ 
ficials of the railroad and the city. 


On hand for the city ha-’l meeting were 
R G. Thurston, assistant division super- 
intendent of Southern Pacific; J F. Mc­ 
Allister, assistant division engineer; 
Lompoc Mayor Robert MacClure; Police 
Chief Ray Robertson; Doug Soper, city 
traffic engineer. Donald Glick, safety 
council president presided. 
The decision to study the movement of 
the switching operations from the inter­ 
section came on the suggestion of Mac- 
Clure, and during a private conversa­ 
tion with Thurston and Soper. 
Earlier Thurston explained the signal- 
ization at the intersection and said any 
malfunctioning had to be charged to hu­ 
man error. He said the signalization

and geographical, of a single 
credit card will vastly increase in the 
future. Cards issued by airlines, banks 
and the petroleum, 
retail, 
travel and 
entertainment industries may be stan­ 
dardized and interchangeable by next 
summer, reports the USA 
Standards 
Institute. These firms are the major 
issuers of credit cards. 
This will add even greater reason for 
card holders to take a few sensible pre­ 
cautions to protect themselves: 
1. 
Don’t carry more cards than you 
need or can use, especially out of your 
area. 
2. Keep not-iivuse cards in a separate 
holder, not in your wallet. Driver’s lio 
enses and other identifying papers most 
people 
carry in their wallets or bill­ 
folds make stolencredit cards even »nore 
valuable. 
3. Report a lost card immediately. As 
printed on the reverse of most credit 
cards, the holder is responsible for all 
merchandise 
and 
services 
obtained 


by any person “ whether or not authoriz­ 
ed by the holder." Cards will continue 
to be honored until the issuing firm re­ 
ceives written notice of loss or theft. 
Best way is with a registered letter, 
with return receipt requested, as this 
w ill serve as a record that the loss has 
been reported.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Lessons learned 


WASHINGTON. - The 
rivulets, the 
small streams, the great rivers run 
brown with the precious soil that each 
spring is lost forever. This is a heed­ 
less waste of the capital of a land ra­ 
vaged by the quick-buck builders and the 
highway promoters who will not be sat­ 
isfied until the whole country is cover­ 
ed with concrete. 
It has been going 
on for a long time. 
As predictable as the 
first crocus, appeals 
come to Washington 
for help under the 
__ 
Federal Disaster Act 
Nv 
to repair flood dam- 
age. The total so far 
V 
this year is $12,750,- 
000, which is little 
enough alongside the 
vast sums this capital deals in. 
Yet, as a measure of the cost of 
putting back bridges, restoring roads 
and setfage plants and providing temp­ 
orary homes for the homeless, this says 
a lot about the cost of years of neglect 
and indifference. Of the total, Cali­ 
fornia, where the builders have stripped 
steep hillsides and perched houses and 
apartments on perilous slopes, got $8,- 
000,000. The balance went to Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Iowa. 
While last January’s prolonged rainfall 
on the West Coast and the heavy snows 
in the midwest increased the likelihood 
of serious flooding, there is no rea­ 
son to believe that the same thing will 
not happen next year and the year aft­ 
er that ad infinitum, with the same 
demands on Washington to pay for a 
patching job again. 
On a recent tour of the Tennessee 
Valley this reporter saw an example 
of the work of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority that has gone a long way to­ 
ward eliminating floods and restoring the 
health of the land in that region. The 
contrast showing what can be achieved 
by not shying away from that scare 
word, planning, is striking. 
Oliver Springs, Tenn., a town of 3,- 
600, had a severe flood in July, 1967. 
It was in the nature of a flash flood, 
as storm water roared down Indian 
Creek which runs through the town. 
Oliver Springs has had 16 major floods 
since 1905, 11 occurring after the con­ 
struction of nearby highways. 
As the town surveyed the devastation 
to schools, roads and homes in the 
steamy aftermath of the flood, TVA 
came in. They did not say, “ okay, we’re 
going to put in some dams and fix things 
up for you." The first move in accord 
with long • established policy was to 
enlist support from the townspeople 
themselves. They were asked by TVA 
representatives, “ Do you want to join 
in a common effort to rebuild the town 
and try to insure that there will be no 
more flooding? If you do, we’re pre­ 
pared to help." 
Mayor J. H Burney, a quiet-spoken 
Tennesseean who is a guard at the 
nearby Oak Ridge Atomic Plant, saw 
what an opportunity this was. He started 
in at once to get understanding and 
support for a comprehensive plan to 
which local citizens contributed ideas. 
Cooperating with Burney was Jim Point, 
a part-time TVA consultant working for 
a graduate degree in city planning at 
the University of Tennessee. Point show­ 
ed remarkable skill in beating a patch 
through the jungle of Washington agen­ 
cies involved in one way or another 
with the project and pulling them to­ 
gether. 


The result was a redevelopment pro­ 
gram that will cost $5,700,000. TVA 
will spend $1,920,000 including the share 
to be put up by Oliver Springs. The 
balance is from the gaggle of federal 
agencies — Housing and Urban Develop, 
ment, the Water Pollution Control Ad- 
ministration, the Appalachian Regional 
Commission — that have a finger in the 
pie. When the work is completed total 
benefits on an average annual basis are 
put at $1,344,600. This is broken down 
in flood prevention, the enhancement of 
land values, public housing, recreation 
and the savings in transportation as a 
result of rerouting highways. 
Nothing could better illustrate TVA’s 
primary goal — to build up the region 
so that people w ill want to stay rather 
than migrate to the cities. With seven 
southern states in the region including 


Mississippi and Alabama, TVA claims 
the rate of migration for Negroes has 
been cut in half over the past three 
decades. At the start of the experiment 
in reconstructing a whole area two-thirds 
of employment was in agriculture, with 
12 per cent in manufacturing. This is 
reversed today, with 30 per cent in in­ 
dustry and 12 per cent on the farms. 
Strict conservationists grouse over 
some TVA decisions where favorite trout 
streams and a bucolic setting are the 
issue. But TVA has built 22 major lakes 
that are a source of pleasure and profit 
to hundreds of thousands not only in the 
area but for visiting vacationers.

Denounced as socialism at its incep­ 
tion, TVA by the year 2009 will have 
repaid the government all money invest­ 
ed in power facilities through appropri­ 
ations, and the properties will still be 
government - owned. Today federal ex­ 
penditures in the area are only 60 per­ 
cent of the national average and that in­ 
cludes Oak Ridge and the space instal­ 
lation in Alabama. While the TVA pat­ 
tern might not fit another region, the 
lessons are there to be learned as Amer­ 
ica’s rivers elsewhere run brown with 
irreplaceable top soil.

Summer rerun 


Local school financing affairs are at 
that dangerous and sensitive point again. 
Employe salary raises and basic funds 
for education depend on legislation that 
is even now being debated in Sacramento 
and Washington. 
Most of the signs 
including a decision 
by a federal judge 
in 
San Diego look 
promising. 
In the 
latter case the good 
judge rapped the leg­ 
islative knuckles of 
the state with a per­ 
manent 
injunction 
that could mean half 
million 
dollars 
to 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School District on the current fiscal 
year. 
The sum of money is part of about 
$16 million the state had withheld from 
state school aid monies for districts 
that receive federal Public Law 7874 
funds. Essentially the judge told the 
state to stop withholding the money 
which is the equivalent to 25 per cent 
of the P.L. 874 monies. 
However, the state has about 30 days 
to appeal the decision to a higher court 
and could prolong the issue by additional 
appeals all the way to the top of the jud­ 
icial ladder. 
There could be several ways of looking 
at the situation. Legislators could face 
up to the handwriting on the walls of 
jurisprudence and growing signs in the 
halls of government and throw in the 
towel, or they could appeal. If the state 
appeals, it could carry the legislative 
charade right down to the bitter end. 
There is one or maybe it’s several bills 
at this point that would halt the state's 
practice on July 1, of this year. There 
is also a federal law enacted in October 
of last year that says the state or any 
state 
engaging in the practice of “ de­ 
ducting," must walk the plank as of 
July 1, 1970 
In the face of this legislative dis­ 
approbation it 
would seem politically 
unwise for the state to persist. 
The decision of the San Diego judge 
now clears the way for another law­ 
suit which seeks some of the money pre­ 
viously withheld by the state. A cloud 
hangs over the litigation however, be­ 
cause of laws governing the paying of 
money retroactively. If we multiply the 
$16 million for the current fiscal year 
by the number of years the state has 
been raiding the m ilitarily impacted 
areas, we arrive at a sum that would 
shock most of us. 
There are signs that give reason for 
optimism. 


The local district’s financial health 
may receive a boost from AB 409 which 
is even now being pushed by leading 
legislators in Sacramento. Details of the 
measure will be presented in another 
column. 
There is also hope of restoration of 
funds from federal aid monies, President 
Nixon’s budget has whacked off all the 
3B monies in P.L. 874 which go to dis­ 
tricts like Lompoc for base connected 
children who live off the base. The cut­ 
back means $811,000 to Lompoc . 
Congressman Charles Teague’s re­ 
presentatives, relayed word to the Re­ 
cord from Washington Wednesday that 
he was optimistic the funds would be 
restored. How 
or when was not 
ex­ 


plained. 
To school officials and that part of 
the public that follows such things, all 
this must seem like a rerun of past 
years and essentially it is. Life is one 
long crisis and renews itself each suc­ 
cessive year.
